S.RC. 87—In exercise of the powers conferred by thepiovisoto article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Ministry ofDefence, Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations (Staff Car Driver Grade-I, Grade-II 
and Ordinary' (irade) Recruitment Rules, 2000 and the Ministry of Defence, Army Headquarter, Air Headquarters, Inter 
Service Organisations and Common Rosters (Group ‘A’, ‘B\ and ‘C’ Posts) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 2003, in so far 
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as they relate to the posts of Staff Car Driver Grade-I and Staff Car Driver Grade-H, except as respects things done or omitted 
to be done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment 

to the posts of Staff Car Driver in the Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations, 
namely:— 

1* Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces 
Headquarter and Inter Service Organisations, Staff Car Driver, Group ‘C PorfsRecraitmenl Rules, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of theirpublication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column (1) of the Schedule annexed to these 

rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The numberof posts, their classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the said Sdkedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications, etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns (5) to (14) of the aforesaid Schedule. 

5. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(a) who has mitered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse li ving- or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government Is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to 
do, it may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect of any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

The number of posts indicated an Col. 2 in above schedule are all subject to variation dependent on work load. 

Save where otherwise indicated the age limits under Col. 7 are all relaxable for Government Servants, upto 35 
years in accordance with the instructions or orders issued by Government of India. 

Wherever the words ‘adjustment of surplus’ occurs in Col. 11 of this schedule it shall mean appointment in 
public interest by the Management, of persons already holding posts in the same or identical or nearly 
equivalent scale of pay in any factory or office or anywhere in the Ordnance Factories Organisation whom it 
is necessary to adjust in the posts in the exigencies of service consequent on the persons or the posts held 
by them being found surplus by the management. 

Wherever the word ‘absorption’ occurs in Col. 11 or Col. 12 of this schedule it shall include transfer in public 
interest by the Management, of persons (already holding posts in the same or identical or nearly equivalent 
scale of pay) to posts in factories or offices in the same Stationin the Ordnance Factories Organisation and 
also transfer within the same factory or office at the request of the persons concerned where agree d to by the 
Management The transfer m public interest will also include filling of posts by transfer of persons holding 
posts from which there is no promotion to any other post or grade whether or not such posts are declared 
equivalent posts and such appointments by transfer may be made prior to filling of posts by direct recruitment 

The term ‘deputation’ shall mean deputation for specified period in accordance with orders of the Government 
in force from time to time and in the exigencies of service, the Ordnance Factories Board or the General 
Manager of the Factory may, in the public interest, lake suitable persons from outside the Ordnance Factories 
Organisation on deputation in any of the posts specified in the aforesaid schedule. 

Wherever ‘trade test’ is laid down in Col 12 of this schedule or anywhere else in these rales such trade test 
shall be prescribed by the General Manager of the Factory orthe Ordnance Factories Board. The term ‘trade 
test’ will include written, oral and practical examination and aptitude test and interview and any other

Wherever any age limit is laid down in Col. 7 of this schedule the crucial date to determining the age limit shall 
be the closing date for receipt of applications from candidates in India (other than from Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands and Lakshadweep). In respect of posts, the appointment to which are made through the Employment 
Exchanges the crucial date for determining the age limit, in each case will be the last date up to which the 
Employment Exchanges are asked to submit the names.
